17 OTHER NOTABLE FEATURES OF BUILDING OR SITE (interioe and/or exterior) 


The Fernando C. Beck House has a central hip roof with gables at the left 
front and on both sides. The left two bays of the facade form the 

gable; the entry is at the right and has an original door with one large 
light over panels. A one-story shallow-roofed porch wraps around the 
left corner to meet the side-gable extension. The porch has turned posts 
and a molfed rail. The fluted balusters bow outward. Jigsawn post 
brackets with circular bosses and recessed panels support a spindled 
frieze. There are gabled peaks with scalloped vergeboards over the 
entry and at the left-front corner of the porch. Windows have wide 
molded surrounds and are generally fitted withrcent sash. Front and 
side gable peaks have a horizontal course of decorative scalloping 

across the rake ends, exposed rafters, and scalloped vergeboards. The 
right elevation has a single central gabled wall dormer. (continued)

19 HISTORICAL OR ARCH CTURAL IMPOR e€ 


The Fernando C. Beck House is architecturally significant as an example 
of Victorian Vernacular architecture. The hallmark of the style is 

the use of ornamental woodwork, made affordable by 19th-century 
advances in wood-forming technology. The Beck House has a large array 
of wooden decoration, including the porch posts, rail and brackets, and 
frieze and the scalloped vergeboards. 


SIGNIFICANCE 


Little could be discovered about Fernando C. Beck. He built the house 
in 1897 on land bought from Edward A. Alling. Only two years later, he 
lost the house in a bank foreclosure.
